‘signing and only then did it seem 
to sink. in; McCoy had won his 
liquor license, The audience, 
mostly McCoy supporters, erupted 
into applause. 

“It's been a long two years ... it 
meant a lot,” McCoy said of this, 
the third vote taken by the board 
on the matter, McCoy then cred- 
ited his attorney, Daniel J. O'Con- 
nell Til of Boston, whose services 
McCoy retainéd prior to the sec- 
ond. / in hearing, with mak-

~ wouldn't be here tonight,” he said. 


“This issue has had a long and 
tortured history, as some of you 
well know,” O'Connell said in 
‘stating McCoy's case to the board. 

O'Connell briefly recapped the 
saga for the benefit of the new 
board, which not counting McCoy 
(who recused himself from all 
three hearings) had only one 
member (Selectman Robert Cain) 
who sat on the board for the first 
hearing, held in July of 1994. 

A 2-2 vote at that time was 
followed by a like vote in August 
of 1995, After that vote, McCoy 
appealed to the ABCC and in 
March of this year that body, 
finding former Selectman Diane 


Allan to be biased in voting 
against the license, remanded the 
matter back to selectmen for 
another hearing. 

O'Connell did not go into quite 
so much detail, but hinted that 
“politics may have been respon- 
sible” for McCoy's not getting the 
license and that that was “not an 
inconsequential fact.” He further 
stated that McCoy met the zoning 
requirements and those of the 
board of health and chief of police 
for obtaining a license. 

Selectman Michael Newhouse, 
elected in April and getting his 
first real taste of the issue, asked 
right off if O’Connell felt his 
three-item list was exhaustive. 

“One of the things that I'd like 
to hear are some of the coricerns 


ge, Jessica Collings and Jay 
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dell. cited concerns voiced by 
abutters of Michael's Place in 
voting down the license last 
August. This time around, there 
would be no input at all from 
abutters. 

Cain was up next and his stance 
remained as it has all along. “I’ve 
supported this license from the 
very beginning because I've felt 
that the applicant met all the 
requirements for the town,” he 
said. 

Rooney, who yoted in favor of 
the license last August, and Wan- 
dell both reserved the bulk of 
their comments until after mem- 
bers of the audience spoke. 

The audience offered waves of 
support for McCoy. Included 
were those, like Marilyn Cox and 
Reno Rizzo, who have been there 
all along and have written letters 
‘to the editor supporting the li- 
cense. Other endorsements came 
from past selectmen Chester 
Bruce and Mark Haldane. Bruce, 
who as a member voted for the 
license in ‘94, was critical of the 
two-year ordeal: “I believe truly 
in my heart some of the things 
that have gone on here shouldn't 
have gone on,” he said. 

Even McCoy rival John Forrest 
seemed to acquiesce, stating he 
had no problem with McCoy get- 
ting the license if he expanded his 
septic tank. The septic tank issue 
played a huge role in the first 
hearing, after which McCoy sub- 
mitted plans to expand his system, 
in the process receiving an 
important favorable recommenda- 


_ tion from the board of health. 


~ Only Gene Sullivan,“of Crest 
Avenue, spoke outwardly against 
the issuance. Sullivan, who said 
he worked at Michael's Place for 
around two months, said McCoy 
served alcohol at his restaurant 
for his election celebration in 
1993 and that McCoy gave liquor 
to underage restaurant and poll 
workers. 

After the hearing McCoy called 
Sullivan “a disgruntled employee” 
who McCoy fired after “a month 
or so because he never showed up 
on time.” McCoy said he served 
alcoho} at private restaurant par- 
ties for himself and his uncle, 
State Rep. Jim Miceli, but called 
allegations from Sullivan that he 
served minors “totally false.” 

After Sullivan offered his testi- 
mony, Rooney asked him “where 
have you been for the last three 
years?” “Sullivan was quickly dis- 
counted by selectmen and the aud- 
ience. 

After the audience members had 
had their say, Rooney began a 
statement with the fact that his 
opinion had not changed since he 
voted in favor and concluded it 
with the words “It may. have be- 
come personal, it may have be- 
come political; but for Whatever 
reason, I feel Michael’s Place has 
been unfairly served.”

Winston the dog 
will stay in town

When Jim Rooney was elected 
to/the Wilmington Board of Sel- 
ectmen just a little more than a 
year ago, he was so partly on the 
strength of a vow to restore dig- 
nity to a body siiffering a serious 
tack“ofrespect*within many towr 
circles. 

So when a dog bite case came 
up in February of this year, came 
back less than a month later and 
wound up in Woburn District 
Court before a magistrate with the 
board, Rooney included, subpoen- 
aed, there was little wonder he 
was irked, By the time the second 
board hearing was completed, in 
fact, Rooney was so incensed with 
the procedure he wanted to re- 
move “dangerous dog” hearings 
from the jurisdiction of selectmen 
altogether. 

Two weeks ago, as selectmen, 
lawyers, and residents involved in 
the dispute - touched off on Flora- 
dale Avenue last August when 
Winston, a 7-year-old German 
Shepherd belonging to James and 
Susan Piro, bit 4-year-old Alan 
Browning on the thigh - waited in 
the lobby of the courthouse, Roo- 
ney and James Piro chatted over 
cigarettes just outside the front 
doors. 

Based on.an approximate 20- 
minute conversation, Piro conclu- 
ded that Rooney, elected to chair 

“the board a week prior, was a 
reasonable guy who wanted to see 
the matter resolved. Rooney 
heard much the same thing from 
Piro, most notably that he would 
love to take things out of the 
hands of his attorney, Stephen 
Wise, and have the matter settled 


For Friday’s 30th annual Good 
Guy dinner at the Knights of Col- 
umbus Hall, Cunningham proved 
up to the task, guiding the 200 
people in attendance (a three-year 
high for the Good Guy event and 
capacity for the K of C Hall) 
through a spirited appreciation of 
Buckley and much good-natured 
ribbing.

out of court. 

The Piro’s spoke to Wise about 
doing just that. Their lawyer said 
he couldn't be involved but that 
they should feel free to try. 

With that, Piro called Rooney, a 
police sergeant in Wilmington, the 
next Wednesday. -After-his shift 
ended, Rooney met with the Piro’s 
at their home. Rooney then met 
with several of their neighbors 
and @ conference was set up for 
that Saturday (May 11) with 
neighbors, Animal Control Offi- 
cer Ellen Davis, and Rooney, who 
would mediate. 


At that meeting, the neighbors 
agreed that Winston could stay 
(without the rest of the court 
battle) if the Piro’s agreed to raise 
the railing on their back porch 
and cover the chain link fence in 
the front of the house. The raised 
railing was to assuage fears that 
the dog might leap off the porch, 
and the covering to prevent the 
dog from seeing neighborhood 
children, and vice-versa. With the 
railing, the Piro’s yard is com- 
pletely fenced in, with two gates 
between the dog and rest of. the 
neighborhood. 

“I don’t have any problem with 
[the agreement],” James Piro said 
Tuesday. “I'm not crazy about the 
fabric on the fence, but if that’s 
what it’s going to take to keep 
everybody quiet, that’s fine.” 

Susan Piro essentially agreed 
and said she and her husband have 
favored such action from the start. 
“We have from day one said let's 
try to work this out.”

' task she ever faced was signing the paperwork approving the amputation of 

my leg. , 

‘That night, she called Maggie. “I need to hear some of those words I can’t 

' say.” 

‘ Maggie, likemany “townies” (that’s Charlestownies) came to Wilmington 
as a youngster on trips to Silver Lake. When the Depression hit, her family 
settled here. She married John Imbimbo, who became an officer, then 
sergeant, then lieutenant on the Wilmington Police Department. HE later 

, became the first local policeman to serve on the Board of Selectmen. 

Maggie was fire; John, earth. She was loud, he was quite. She, brash. He, 

| somber. She, outspoken. He, contemplative. 

Her daughters Diana Miladin and Betsy Woods both show parts of her 

\ character in their own ways. Betsy, the firecracker, has her mother’s zesty 

: personality. Diane, the organizer, has her mother’s passion for politics with 
a personality more like that of her father. 

Maggie was never happier than when she was causing a stir. The last time 
I saw her, less than two months ago, she was beside herself telling me about 
starting a rumor that Betsy was running for selectman. She said that Diane 
Allen called her for the first time, wanting to know what as going on. Of 
course, Betsy wasn’t running, but Maggie was having a blast. 

She had a politician’s way of using the second person. “You'd like this.” 
Maggie was fond of innuendoes. Often she’d short-end a story, leaving outthe 
identity of the subject. “You know who I'm talking about,” she'd say. And 
sometimes she was right. 

Often she'd plant a story with a specific person just to see where it went, 
She had to know who was talking to whom and what was happening. 

Maggie was a fixture on the Wilmington Democratic Town Committee, 
but was never elected to office. She did serve a term on the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission, an appointed office. She ran for selectman, but 
was never elected. Always outspoken, she was never one to say the things who 
would win the election. 

Maggie and her daughters have, for the past two years been publishing a 
journal they call,“The Interrupters.” It is as if everyone had material so great 
they had to interrupt to tell you. It is a journal of poetry, prose and opinion, 
along with the passion for its very existence. 

Now Maggie has had an interruption. Never one to linger, she has 
answered a call that cut her off in mid-sentence. But if | know Maggie, she had 
the last word.

Dear Larz: 

After a long winter, spring has 
arrived and Greater Lowell resi- 
dents are eager to enjoy the sun- 
shine. As much as the sun warms 
and cheers us, too much sun expo- 
sure has an unfortunate conse- 
quence - skin cancer. 

Regular skin examinations 
should be a part mcybexty s 
annual medical chéckup. 

The American Cancer Society 
also has some simple tips to help 
your readers enjoy the sunshine 
safely: 

1. Use:a sunscreen with an SPF 
of 15 or higher. Sunscreens 
should be reapplied every two 
hours, or after swimming or per- 
spiring heavily. Use a sunscreen 
even on cloudy days and while 
you are swimming; the sun's rays 
can reach through three feet of 
water. Parents should apply sun- 
screen to their children. 

2. Decrease sun exposure be- 


tween 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. The 
sun’s rays are strongest during the 
midday hours. Try to plan out- 
door activities for early morning 
or late afternoon. 

3. Wear clothing that protects 
your skin. Hats, visors, and long- 
sleeved shirts offer the best pro- 
tection against the sun's rays. 
Parents should be sure their chil- 
dren wear protective clothes. 

4, Be aware of surfaces that 
reflect. Water, sand, concrete, 
and snow all reflect the sun's rays. 
Be sure to take precautions when 
boating, skiing, or walking on the 
beach.

New regulation 

‘There is a new regulation that was, 
slated to go into effect March 1dt, 
stated Medicaid could recover 
payments from the sale of home ofa, 
family member in a nursing home 
being cared for through Medicaid. 
In this’ new regulation the 
Department of Medicaid Assistance 
confirms its rights to recover thiit 
cost of a nursing home facility, 
going back to April 1, 1995. Elder 
Legal Services states this recovery 
may only be made if the DMA had 
placed’a lien on the home, whichjit 
cannot do if any of the following 
relatives of the nursing home 
resident is living in the home. A 
spouse, a child under age 21, a blind 
or permanently and totally disabled 
child, or a sibling with an equity 
interest in the property who lived 
there for at least a year before the 
Medicaid recipient entered tre 
nursing home. 

The repayment requirement will 
be deferred as long as a sibling, with 
equity interest or a disabled child 
continues to live in the home, but 
remember, once they leave the 
home to live in another domain the 
DMA can press ‘for repayment! of 
the residents care when his homes 
sold. If you have any other 
questions on your legal rights under 
Medicaid, call 617-951-4550.

Wakefield’s new bylaws are 
an example of this, and read like 
this:

2.Within five hundred feet of 
the nearest lot line of a residen- 
tial district or a place of wor- 
ship, unless the Board of 

Appeals first determines that 
the use will not be detrimental 
to its spiritual activities; 

3. Within one thousand feet of 
€ nomprofit, educationally used 
library or museum; 

4. Within one thousand feet of 
a park or playground; 

5. In any area except for one 
designated as limited industrial 
or industrial. 

In addition, any adult store 


that wishes to come to town- 


must also seek a special permit 
from the Board of Appeals in a 
forum open to the public. 

Another article passed 
extends Wakefield’s adult zoning 
bylaws to non-commercial clubs, 
to eliminate the possibility of a 
sex club existing under the title 
of a membership club. 

In Wilmington, such business- 
es are zoned to appear only in 
an industrial trucking terminal 
area. Medford’s restrictions 
have been on the books since 
September 18, 1994, and state 
that adult stores may ‘be located 


only in Commercial 2 zones, and 
must receive a special permit 
from the town through a public 
process before it can open. 
Officials in Tewksbury feel 
fairly confident about their 
restrictions, but recently toyed 
with the idea of updating them. 
“The bylaws are fairly com- 
prehensive, but we’re in the 
process of taking another look 
at them,” said Sean Sullivan of 
the Tewksbury Planning depart- 
ment, “They were written 10-15 
years ago, and say where you 
can’t have that type of business, 
We're looking at them again, 
because they don’t say where 
you can have it, and that’s the 
problem. It’s on the agenda for 
our next meeting.”

Although it’s too early to tell
